It all began with the Group. ofı oi 
who mel in Bonrı.in response to the 
1958: Berlin crisis. America, Briluin, 
France and. the Federal Republic met to 
discuss and reach decisions on Berlin 
and Deutschlandpolitik. 

These informal mcetings, be it of 
high-ranking civil servants or of For- 
eign Ministers, proved popular. Gradual- 
ly, and more by accident than by design, 
the agenda was widened. 

The Group of Four emerged as a con- 
venient variatior on the three-member 
directorate in charge of Western affairs 
for which General de Gaulle had plearl- 
ed in vain, 

The troika envisagal by General (le 
Gaulle exclud¢d Bonn, ofl course, but 
was otherwise similarly intended to deal 
with a widef range of issües that more 
immediate Nato conderns. 

On the eve of the recent Nato sun\- 
nıit in Washington this Group of Four 
suddenly decided to hold talks on Zaire 
in Paris.

On the one hand, one is amazed to 
find how stable and consistent the tradi 
tlon of depicting kings and other lie- 
rarçhic figures and symbols was.for over 
two thousand years.

We should however clear up the false

{ween betler protection of the environ- 
ment or jobs. It is well-known that the 
sophistication of construction teclnolo- 
gy means roid building is capital rather 
thin labour-intensive, whereas environ- 
menkll mtûsures such as instilling 
SuuJdprOouf. wWinduws and walls are ligli- 
ly labour-intensive and create new jobs. 

Something haş to be done about 
noisê.

Seventy-five per cent of the popula- 
lion either give absolute priority to ‘anti- 
noise measures or else attach so much 
importance to them that they are pre- 
pared to make financial sacrifices to 
lower the noise level, 


This nmreans the majority of ‘people in 
this country realise (hat road traffic 
noise simply cannot be allowed to grow. 
They are not prepared to go on tolcrat- 
ing ihe effecls on their health and 
general well-being. Politicians would (lo 
well lo lake note, 


The Air Noise Act of 197}! made a 
modest start towards reducing Ihe eur- 
splitting din of jet aircraft. Up to now 
the Act has not gone beyond timi areiı 
planning moves and meagre comm pensil- 
tion for those affected.
